with truth that in the states it is 
making1 money. 


Omo IS AHEAD 
Take the case of Ohio, for example, 


which spent $216,000 in' enforcement 
of prohibition and collected $2,600,000 
in fines. This item was divided be- 
tween the state and the county treas- 
uries so that the communities which 
did the prosecuting received about 
$1,360,000 last year out of prohibition 
cases. 


There is no way of telling exactly 


the sums that have been, rcovered by 
the treasury in income tax cases. One 
case is pending in which a "bootleg- 
ger" made out an income tax return 
•for $6.000 when he had in reality an 
income of $3,000,000. Curiously enough 
the department of justice in some in- 
stances has been unable to get the

*he 'financial status o£ the German gov- 
ernment is leaking out as a consequence 
tof the Reichsbank's efforts to obtain for-

government is stronger from a rnonetary 
Btandpoint than it was prior to the war.

This does 
jiot take into account, however, the rep- 
arations obligations of Germany to the al- 
lies. The immediate value of this is that 
another reparations conference is in pros- 
pect.

josal to the allies.

•the Ruhr, the better it will be for both 
[Prance and Germany. If any advantage 
is to ensue to any nation from the Ruhr 
occupation, it must come speedily. The 
signs are beginning to look favorable for 
a settlement.

die from hunger and Diseases- caused by 
under-nourishmcnt this year before the 
1923 crops are harvested.

in a letter from "William Garner, former 
American newspaperman, now connected 
with the American relief organization in 
Russia. Five hundred thousand may seem 
like a big figure, and it is. But in the 
autumn of 1921 nearly 24 millions-Were 
starring in the Russian famine districts, 
out of their total population of 42 mil- 
lions. In the rear that followed, writes 
Garner, not more than. 1.500.000 Rus- 
sians died from famine. .This is the esti- 
mate of some of the leading American of- 
ficials who hare be«n feeding the hungry 
over there. 
American relief broke the 


backbone of the famine. 
The lives we 


saved probably run into the millions. 


One of the greatest handicaps to Rus- 


sian recovery says Garner, is that so 
many horses, cows, sheep and goats were 
killed for food. American relief, however, 
put an end to that. He writes: "Russia 
will not be able to feed its children prop- 
erly until the cows and goats are brought 
up to the normal number. And it will 


not. be fully able to take advantage of its 
available agricultural land until its draft 
horses are again equal to tlie pre>war 
number or replaced by motor cars and 
tractors." 


Mr. Garner's report conveys the idea 


that reports from Russia have been exag- 
gerated. 
He quotes American 
officials 


as estimating that the number of Rus- 
sians actually starving this winter does 
not exceed 5.000.000- Our charity rep- 
resentatives have the situation in hand 
perhaps as well as could be expected; 
both in the matter of food and medical 
supplies. For oric thing, the clitfera and 
typhus epidemics are getting Tinder con- 
trol. 


Mr. Garner sums up the general Rus- 


sian situation by saying- that there has 
been a pronounced change for the better. 
The people are as badly r-lothcd as ever, 
but they seem animated by a more ener- 
getic spirit. "They have more and more 
the air of having something to do. where- 
as a year ago they had the appearance of 
having nothing to do. and nothing to 
look forward to. The change for the bet- 
ter may be noticed in the shop windows, 
iu the'fact that the streets are kept 
cleaner. Railroad service is appreciably 
better. The street car, the electric light- 
ing and gas systems—in Moscow.\at least 
—are better than a year ago."

Kansas, whose citizens brag of it as the 
most enlightened state in America. Never- 
theless, people sell, buy and hinokc cig- 
arettes in Kansas. In fact, the general 
assembly was asked, the other day. to ap- 
prove a bill of ? 100 for cigarettes bought 
in Scammon by-a militia captain during 
the war. 


Now. a bill has been introduced in the 


legislature to make the sale. gift, posses- 
sion or use of a cigarette a felony, pun- 
ishable in the second offense by three 
years in the penitentiary. 
Kansas pro- 


poses to prove its progrcssivcness. mo- 
dernity and appreciation of individual 
rights and liberties by making cigarette- 
smoking almost a capital crime. 


AVe must emphasize to ourselves, each 


of us, the point stressed by Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover in his book. 
This is 


that representative government rests on 
individualism. There is no such thing as 
liberty except as an individual right. Tho 
nation that keeps its freedom is the na- 
tion whose individuals retain their free- 


dom. 
Laws, like mandates, unmake gov- 


ernment. Democracy survives by the- con- 
sent of the governed.

GET YOUR IODIN 


Dr. Emery R. Hayh-urst, professor of hygiene, 


Ohio Stato university, ha* called attention/ to the 
fact that, practically all salt used in the United 
States for dietary consumption is obtained from in- 
land sources by the evaporation of brines which ior 
th« most part are inherently free of iodin. Modern 
processes of preparing and purifying salt for tablo 
use free it of all traces of iodin. And it seems that 
a certain amount of iodin, in one form or another, 
is essential for health. If we do not obtain it m 
or with our salt we must acquire it from some 
other source. The chief source of iod<n in com- 
merce 19 Chili salt peter. 
Sea water, pea weed or 


plants and all sea fish or sea food contain iod;u. 
The soil and water of districts far inland are poor 
in iodin because the iodin of nature occurs in the 
form of salts (lodids) which fie usually very solu- 
ble, 
henco rapidly dissolved out of the soil and 


carried down to the sea in tire water. How much 
iodin an adult needs dally or yearly is a Question but 
students of the subject estimate that an ounce a 
year is required by the average adult.

THE CITY JVIANAGER 


HOW CITY MANAGER WORKS 


By Frederic J. Haskin 


Petersburg, V». — Petersburg is se- 


lected as an example of the city man- 
ager city not because the plan has 
worked'better here than elsewhere, 
nor because it has been long in effect 
here, but simply because it is more 
convenient to choose a particular city 
as a subject, and more convenient to 
choose Petersburg because the city 
manager here/ Louis Brownlow, is at 
present the president of the City Man- 
ager's Association. 


Mr. Brownlow is a native of the 


Ozark Hills in Missouri who began his 
active life as a newspaper man in the 
home of his ancestors, Nashville, Ten- 
nessee, 
continued 
his 
training at 


Louisville and became a Washington 
correspondent. He was very much in- 
terested in municipal government and 
while traveling 
in many countries 


never failed to investigate and write 
about local government. 


It was as the result of some articles 


on municipal administration in Eng- 
land and Scotland that President "Wil- 
son selected him a Commissioner of 
the District of Columbia, in which po- 
sition he served for six years, being at 
the head of tho city government of 
Washington during the World war. 
are too many to refer\o in a limited space. Profes-|In September, 1!)20, 
h© resigned to 


take up the work of city manager of 
Petersburg.^ In the forenoon of one 
day lie was~tho President of the Board 
of Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia at a salary of $3,000, and 
that afternoon he was City Manager 
of Petersburg at a salary of ?10,000, 
bhowing that length of title and sub- 
stance of remuneration are not neces- 
sarily akin. 


The people of Petersburg, barring 


the days of reconstruction, had had 
very little experience vrih graft or 
corruption in their city government:

sor Hayhurst suggests that the use of sea water in 
place of common salt as a condiment would solve 
the iodin deficiency problem* This would be prac- 
ticable for persons living near the sea. He further 
suggests that other elements or constituents of sea 
salt are needed in the economy of man and animals. 
For instance, may not the bromin present in sea 
water or natural sea salt play a part in preventing 
conditions of nervous excitement? 


Dr. Adoniram J. Quimby of New York finds that 


hardening of the arteries and the associated troub- 
les of cardiovascular disease are less frequent among 
seafaring men, notwithstanding their hard life; he 
thinks this may be duo to their indulgence in sea 
food. He suggests that the invigorating effect of 
s=ea air may be due to the iodin in, it. 
He regards 


iodm as a valuable preventive of the premature 
aging which overtakes those who work for years 
with X-ray. Dr. Quimby advoctcs the daily consump- 
tion of minute particles of a tincture of iodin as a 
preventive of arteriosclerosis and high blood pres- 
sure. Ho considers such use of iodin distinctly tonic 
and declares it increases exuberance of spirit and 
ambition. He thinks that some athletes go stale 
because their ration lacks sufficient iodin; he attri- 
butes to this regular use of exceedingly minute 
doses of iodin a corrective influence on the circula-., 
tion, especially when the individual has coldjiands 
and cold feet and a cold skin, be it dry or rnofst. A 
suitable iodin ration, according to Dr. Quimby, will 
sometimes put the worn or exhausted business man 
back in condition, even when a vacation is of little 
value. 
Iodm, in the right quantity as a daily ration, un- 


questionably stimulates the general metabolism or 
life process. • ' 


Dr. Quimby prefers a modification of the standard 


tincture of iodm, made as follows: 


Iodm crystals 
30 (thirty) grains 


Ammonium iodid 
20 (twenty) grams 


Alcohol 
'/s (one-half) ounce 


Glycerin, Enough to make one ounco 


To be placed in an amber glass stoppered bottle 


with a pippete dropper. The ration is from one 
to four drops in a glassful of water, once -daily. An 
ounce is sufficient for two or three months.

until all the bitter flavor has "btMMJ 
removed froin the peel. Dissolve one- 
half pound of sugar in 2 ounces of 
water, and cook to a thick 
syrup. 


Dry peel in the folds of a towel, place 
in a syrup and cook until syrup is 
all absorbed by the peel. While hot, 
roll in dry sugar. 
Ornnfce peel may 


bo done in tho same faiihion, except 
that the water need be changed Mly 
twice.

Motor does not operate, proceed as follows— 


Turn on the lights and observe their appearance. If the lights arc DU U- 


or DEAD see A. If. however, the lights are BRIGHT, then watch 
them closely while you step on the Starter Switch for a second or so thcn— 


If lifi-hts "eo VERY DIM when you step on the Starter Switch, see B. 
If lights DIM ONLY SLIGHTLY, and Starter HUMS OVER, yet 


^ LMfrhu DO NOT^CHANGE and Starter DOES NOT OPERATE 
AT ALL, or only a half-turn or so, see D. 


Exatninc the Battery connections to fee that they are TIGHT and not 


CORRODED badly, and be sure to see that the GROUNDED terminal 
(see illustration) on the Battery is TIGHT. 


If the Battery terminals are corroded badly, take 


them off and clean thoroughly with a little ammonia, 
then smear with vaseline and tighten down firmly. 
If the connections are all right, have the Battery re- 
charircd at the first opportunity. If the lights show 
urn 'life at all, try and start the engine with the 
hand crank, as there will probably be enough life left in the Battery to 
operate the Ignition. 


If the Battery has been running down very rapidly, examine all wires 


carcfull, to see'if the insulated covering or insulatibn has rubbed through 
at any point, so allowing the bare wire to touch a metal part. If the 
wiring has rubbed through, buy a small roll of Insulating Tape at any 
accessory or electric goods store, and carefully tape up the part of rhe 
wire that has rubbed through. If you cannot find anything wrong with 
the wiring, then have a good Ignition man test it out, and also test the 
Generator 'to see that it is charging the Battery, and the Cut Out on the 
Generator to see that it operates properly. Sometimes it sticks with the 
points closed, and runs down the Battery.
